The Hague, Nov. 4.—Goisip in 


Germany has it that the marriage 
tomorrow of former Emperor Wil- 
liam of Germany and Princess Her- 
mine of Reuss augurs a far more 
wise and workable union than that 
between William and his first wife, 
Princess Augusta Victoria, which 
took place in February, 1881 and ter- 
minated 
just 40 years and two 


months later when she died an exile 
from her beloved PoUdam. 


There are many who are able- to 


see much in common between the ex- 
Emperor and his bride-to-be,, despite 
the difference in their ages'; while 
hack in 1881, when the whole Carman 
Empire was in festive attire to cele- 
brate the marriage of its heir ap-

ent worlds. 


Princess Augusta-was shy, trustful,

In my 
case the City and County can lose nothing and will re- 
ceive every cent, with interest, of what is rightfully 
and legally due, and I will leave to the public if the 
property is not good for it. 


If I must surrender my property rights and my prfV- 


ilegps as a citizen in order to hold an official position, 
then I do not care to be County Commissioner, as my 
rightful and lawful rights and privileges are more 
dear to me than the; office of County Commissioner. 


I stand ready to serve the people but not if it neces- 


sary to surrender those rights.
